about tbirty iliips o f ' t h e line, and near 
{iventy-five thoufand foiciiers ; a ftate which 
b)'means ofits celonicsdiiTemirateSthrough 
eut every part o f the globe, and by its vaft 
commerce muft touch in a variety of points 
ii«th every other ftate, and which, notwith- 
r:anding,has fuccecdtd in avoiding a war for 
thefe fixty y e w s , is moft undoubtedly a phe- 
liomenon well worthy the attentioK of the 
philofopher and politician. 


Such a phenomenon is the more ftrikingly 
furprifing amidft the prefent wide fpread 
conflagration, from which fcarccly any State 
has been able to efcape. 
Chance or good 
fortune is not fufiicieht to explain it, nor 
fliould we be fo unjuft as to take from wif- 
dom the iharc it has had in producing it. 


By a moft extraordinary good luck, for 
which limited monarchies muft envy Dcn- 
»lark, that Kingdom has had fince the year 
1660, fixdefpots without having had even 
one tyrant. 
H ence that fuavity of dlfpofi- 
tioHi that habitual calm which prevents dif- 
putes, quarrels, infurredlions, and all the 
caufes o f inteftinc and foreign wars. 


I ’he wife and enlightened c h eicc of Freder­ 
ick V . place4 at the head o f the Danifti 
goTernment, Count BernftorfffWhpfe adi^tn- 
iftration, always 
prudent and 
fometimes 
vigorous, not only fccured the means of 
internal profperity, but alfo acquired exter­ 
nal confideration. 


His^nephew, -who inherited bis name and 
his talents, and whofe death Denmark ftill 
bitterly laments, held the reins o f Govern­ 
ment in the moft critical and difficult times, 
and to him is that kingdom indebted for 
having efcaped unhurt, amidft all the ftorms 
that fo long agitated Europe. 


Men o f rare and tranfcendant 
merit, 
when they have held eminent ftations, do 
not whc>lly ^efcend into the grave :— Even 
though they are not completely replaced, 
their ptiiiciples furvive them, 
and their 
fpirit feems ftill to prefide over the opera­ 
tions o f the government which they for­ 
merly diredted. 


Such -was the deftiny o f the late Count 
Bernftorj(jr j one o f his fons has in a manner 
inherited the principal place which he held 
in the adminiftration, viz. the department 
of foreign affairs ; and in order to ftieiV him- 
felf a worthy fucccifor, 
he perhaps wants 
only his father's experience, and that firm- 
nefs of proceeding, which can only be ac- 
qyire’d by a long acquaintance with public 
‘affairs. 


W i t h him is afTociated Count Schimmel- 
mann, who is efpecially charged with the 
financial 
department. 
This 
Nobleman, 
whofe name 
awakens the idea o f every 
eftimable quality, enjoys an influence which 
cannot be too gteat, ks it Is fare to be 
limited by his own modefty. 


There are two more diftinguiilied minif- 
ters in the K i n g ’s council, Count Chriftian 
and Count Cay Keventlow. 
T h e fornoer 
unites with great knowledge and the pureft 
intentions, a fomewha.t perhaps of too ftrong 
bias towards arbitrary power and love ot 
fyilem ; and the affairs of the interior, which 
are under his immediate fuperintendance, 
kefpeak pretty clearly that difpofition.— 
Every thing refpe<Sllng internal regulations 
is adjufted and prepared 
for the K i n g ’s 
Council by two men, who,from their talents, 
their fttuationy and tbeir charafter, derive 
'ery confiderable iirfluence : 
T h e one is 
i'refident, the other a member of the Daniih 
court of Chancery ; one is the chamberlain 
Moltke, in whom the Prince-Koyal repofes 
iniich confidence ; the other, M r. de Col- 
biarmfen, an enlightened Philo-fopher, ■\vhofe 
reputation however has of late been not a 
little tarniihed by fcveral adls of an intole­ 
rant fpirit. 


Count Gay Reventlow is a man o f a cold 
difpofition and found judgment and wit, 
without a tinfture of philofophy ; he has 
travelled, and derived much advantage from 
what he has 
obferved. 
He has 
fulfilled 
v*’ith ^liRini^ion, feme diplomatic milTions, 
and he is far from being unacquaiutcd with 
}H)litical econonjy, in 
which ftudy he is 
chif'fiy engaged. 


T h e Prince o f HolUcin Auguftemburg, 
the K in g ’« fon-in-law, has -Ifo a place 
in 
the K i n g ’s council ; his principles are looked 
;ipon to be as patriotic as can well be ex- 
pefted from a prince who is placed fo near 
the throne. 
He is remarkable for the libe- 
r:.litv of his manners, and for his tafte for 
the fcicnces and the arts : and he 
has the 
piiricipal direilion o f whatever relates to 
tlicni. 


'I'he Prince Royal, who prefides in the 
(Council, aéls in general for the good of the 
counti v, and willingly acquiefces in every 
meafure that is propof<d to promote it ; 
but born with inili’-ary difpoGcioni, which 
his education has uiilolded, he contents liim* 
ftlf '-with the fuprcme controul of every 
thing that relatt' to the armies, both for 
and land, and he is feconcled by his fa­ 
ther i.'i hiw Prin( e Charles of HeiTe CalTel, 
Generab.iiiillo of the troops, and command, 
a lit-.,* 
in the Dutchics ofSIcfw ick and

light. they with tolerable dexterity extrica* 
ted their country from 
the danger; that 
threatened to involve it ; it muft indeed he 
confeiTed that their adminiftration, efpccially 
of late, has not been exempt from faults and 
errors ; but thefe arc in a great meafure to 
be imputed to the geographical poficion. and 
to the fmall e x t e n t and power of the ftatc 
wl’/ici) they govern. 


Placed too nearly within the reach of the 
two great powers who have played a prici- 
pal part in the 
coalition. Denmaik how­ 
ever, has almoft continually fucceedcd in 
fteering clear c f their dangerous influence, in 
repelling their infinuations, and in braving 
their threats ; it is neverthelefs no eafy tafl; 
for the greateft po\^ers conftantly to hold 
the balance equal between the two parties 
who alternately folicit their inteiference ! 
Doubtlefs it. was properly underftanding the 
intereils of Denmark toobferve that prudent 
neutrality ojf which it has throughout pre- 
ferved all the appearances. 
What, could it 
have gained by embarking in the war, and 
what did it not riik by entering into hoftili- 
ties ? In vain did England, with whom i*; is 
^oane^led by fo many relations, inftantly 
on its adhefion to the great confedera­ 
cy ; in vain did KulTia, its foimidable neigh­ 
bour, repeatedly threaten Its coafts, which 
in all points were open to invafion. 


Happily for Denmark, the very arrogance 
of thefe folicitations deftroyed their wlu)lc 
effedl. 
The partifans o f the common caufe 
gave Denmark more multiplied caufcs of 
complaint, thaii that very nation againft 
whom they were endeavouring to aim it, 
and only contributed to confirm its.neutral­ 
ity. 
On that determination it has 
now 
reafon 
to 
rejoice. 
Notwithftanding the 
privateers of the two principal belligerent 
powers, who infeft all the feas, never was 
the navigation o f Denmark more extenfive, 
never was its trade more flonri^ing. 
T h e 
merchandizes of two worlds pour into its 
ports. 
T h e Danifti merchants and iwafters 
ofprivateeis in the capital and other ports 
have amaffed a degree of wealth hitherto 
unexampled in tfiat countiy. 


This is one of thofe prodigies which is 
little e x p e d e d to proceed from weaknefs ; it 
docs not indeed, invariably, accompany the 
meafures o f prudence ; b.yt perimaric 
has 
the art to combine them ; for tht reft, played 
in the midft e f that crifis which left it, as it 
were infulated from the reft o f Europe, it 
felt the neceillty of fome connexion with a 
great power ; it yielded to the d irtdicn of 
the Court of Berlin ; and that court joining 
an impofing attitude to a cautious condud, 
ferved at once aa a lliield, a model, and an 
excufe for Denmark. 


T h e fcene has again lately ihifted for its 
happinefs. 
T h e Con Federates who appeared 
io.formidable to Denmark, and who imagined 
they were alfo formidable to Fi ance, are now 
divided. 
Paul I. who fo latrly was anxiouf- 
ly looking out for Allies in all quarters for 
England, is now as hufiiy employed in raif- 
ing up enemies againit her. 
He had no 
difficulty in bringing over to his fchemes of 
animofity the youiig K in g of Sweden, al­ 
ready filled with indignation againft the in- 
folcnce of Great-Britain, from which his 
flag was unable to efcape; it is believed that 
Denmark is now inclined to accede to the 
caufe o f the maritime powers, whom the 
pride o f England threatens with greater 
dangers than Frcnch principles ever did the 
caufe of Kings. 


T h e Daniili Government will no longer 
be taxed with pnfillanimity 
when it will 
yield only to fuch motives, and when it will 
minifter only to luch influence. 
Recently 
there was fome cenfure thrown on fome of 
its r^folutions againft the prefs which ap­ 
peared by no means to ¿gree v»fith the ufual 
principles of moderation 
that guide 
the 
Daniih Govrrnuunt. 
Let it withdraw that 
ftgnal o f intolerance fr<jni which in othtr 
refpeds it feeins lb averfe. 
Let it promote 
the perfedion of its falutary inftitutions, 
and refbrm thofe that are vicious. 
Let it 
alfo completely annul thofe b^dves of per- 
fottal fervitude which as yet degrade and 
pollute many parts of itsdomiiiions. 
Let it 
take no other part in the offenfive alliance 
to which it is now invited to accede, bur 
what may he neccdaryfor aiTuring the liber­ 
ty of the feas. 
'I'hus its Governnittnt may 
pr^'ferve its reputation for wifdoin ; attd its 
fubjeds, in fpite oi tlie conititutional def- 
potifni they live under, niay continue to be 
happy, or to imagine they arc fo.

Such a phenomenon is the more Unkingly 
furprifing amid!! the prelent wide fpread 
conflagration, from which fcarcely ary State 


has been able to efcape. 
Chance or good 
fortune is rot efficient to explain it, nor 
Should we be fo unjuft as to take from wif- 
dom the fharc it has had in producing it. 
By a moft extraordinary good luck, for 
which limited monarchies mud envy Den­ 
mark, that Kingdom has had finte the year 
1660, fixdefpots without having had even 
one tyrant. 
Hence that fuavity ofdil'pofi- 
tion, that habitual calm which prevents dif- 
putes* quarrels, infurre&ions, 
and all the 
caufes o f inteftine and foreign w ars. 
T he wifeand enlightened choiceof Freder­ 
ick V . placed at the head o f the Danilh 
government, Count BcrnftoifF.whofe admin- 
iftration, always 
prudent and 
fometimes 
vigorous, not only fecured the means of 
internal profperity, but allo acquired exter­ 
nal confederation. 
His,nephew, who inherited bis name and 
his talents, and whofe death Denmark Ail) 
bitterly laments, held the reins of Govern­ 
ment in the moft critical and difficult times, 
and to him is that kingdom indebted for 
having efcaped unhurt, amidft all the dorms 
that fo long agitated Europe. 
Men o f rare and 
tranfcendant 
merit, 
when they have held eminent ftations, do 
not wholly {lefcend into the grave 
Even 
though they are not completely replaced, 
their principles furvive them, 
and their 
fpirit Teems Hill to prefide over the opera­ 
tions o f the government vvhich they for­ 
merly diredted. 
Such was the dr(liny o f the late Count 
BernftorS’ ; one of his Tons has in a manner 
inherited the principal place which he held 
in the adminstration, viz. the department 
of foreign affairs ; and in order to (hew him- 
felf a worthy futceffor, 
he perhaps wants 
only his father's experience, and that finn- 
nefs of proceeding, which can only be ac­ 
quired by a long acquaintance with public 
affairs. 
W ith him is aftociated Count Schimmel- 
nunn, who is efpecially charged with the 
financial 
department. 
This 
Nobleman, 
whofe name 
awakens the idea of every 
eftimable quality, enjoys an influence which 
cannot be too great, is it is fure to be 
limited by his own modefty. 
There are two more diftinguiflied minif- 
ters in the K in g ’s council, Count Chriftian 
and Count Cay Reventlow. 
T h e former 
unites with great knowledge and the purctt 
intentions, a fomewhat perhaps o f too flrong 
bias towards arbitrary power and love of 
Ty lie rn; and the affairs of the interior, which 
are under his immediate fuperintendance, 
befpeak pretty clearly that difpofition.— 
Every thing refpe&injg internal regulations 
is adjufted 
and prepared 
for the K i n g ’s 
Council by twolmen, who,from their talents, 
their fix a tio n , and their chara£ler, derive 
very confiderahle iirfluence : 
T h e one is 
Prefidrnt, the other a member of the Danilh 
court of Chancery ; one is the chamberlain 
Moltke, in whom the Prince-Royal repofes 
milch confidence ; the other, M r . de Col- 
biarmfen, an enlightened Philofopher, Whofe 
reputation however has of late been not a 
little tarnifhcd by fcveral ad\s o f an intole­ 
rant fpirit. 
Count Cay Reventlow is a man o f a cold 
difpofition and found judgment and wit, 
without a tincture o f philofophy ; he has 
travelled, and derived much advantage from 
what he has 
oblerved. 
He has fulfilled 
with gliftinflion, Tome diplomatic miflions, 
and he is far from being unacquainted With 
political economy, in 
which ftudy he is 
chiefly engaged. 
T h e Prince of HclUein Auguftemborg, 
the K i n g ’s fon-in-law, has «lfo a place 
in 
the K i n g ’s council ; his principles are looked 
upon to be as patriotic as can well be e x ­ 
pelled from a prince who is placed fo near 
the throne. 
He is remarkable for the libe- 
r..litv of his rn.liners, and for his tafte for 
the feiences and the arts : and he 
has the 
principal airettion o f whatever relates to 
them. 
T h e Prince Royal, who prefides in the 
Council, a£!s in general for the good of the 
Country, and willingly acquiefccs in every 
meafurc that is propofrd to promote it ; 
but born with military difpofition*, which 
his education bas unfolded, hecontents him- 
felt* S i t h the fupremc controul of every 
thing that relates to the armies, both for 
Tea and land, and he is feconded by his fa­ 
ther in law Prim e Charles of Heffe Ga fie I, 
Oenerslifiimo o f the troops, and command­ 
a n t - ^ 
al in the Dutchies of Mefwick and 
Holih tn. 
It is generally known that every aft of 
government is itTued and promulgated in the 
1 me of Chriftian V I I . 
1 v th vs tkc fclui after of the 
jcr- 


foaages on 
whom at prefent depend the 
deft lilies c f Denmark ; patient and circum- 
fpecf, and fometimes guided by a wife fore- 
iight, they with tolerable dexterity rxtrica. 
ted their country fiom 
the danger- that 
threatened to involve it ; it muft indeed he 
conferred that their aclminiftration, efpecially 
of late, has not been exempt from faults and 
errors ; but thefe are in a great me a hurt to 
be imputed to the geographical pol!lion. and 
to the foull extent, and power of the ftate 
which they govern. 
Placed too nearly within the reach of the 
two great powers who have played a prici- 
pal part in the 
coalition- Denmark how­ 
ever, has almoft continually luccceded in 
fleering clear c f their dangerous influence, in 
repelling their infinuationsi and in braving 
their threats ; it is ncverthelefs no eafy talk 
for the greateft powers conftantly to hold 
the balance equal between the two parties 
who alternately folicit their intelference I 
Doubtlefs it was properly underfunding the 
intereils of Denmark toobfcrve that prudent 
neutrality of which it has throughout pre- 
ferved all the appearances. 
W h a t could it 
have gained by embarking in the war, 
and 
what did it not rift: by entering into lioffkil­ 
ties ? In vain did England, with whom i'. is 
^koune&ed by fo many relations, inftantly 
^nfift on its adhefion to the great confedera­ 
cy ; in vain did RuiTia, its formidable neigh­ 
bour, repeatedly threaten its collis, winch 
in all points were open to invafion. 
Happily for Denmark, the very arrogance 
of thefe felicitations deftroyed their whole 
effect. 
I he partifans o f the common caufe 
gave Denmark more multiplied caufes of 
complaint, than that very nation 
agami! 
whom they were endeavouring to aim it, 
and only contributed to confirm its neutral­ 
ity. 
On that determination it has 
now 
reafon 
to 
rejoice. 
Notwithstanding the 
privateers o f the two principal belligerent 
powers, who infef! all the leas, never was 
the navigation of Denmark more extenfive, 
never was its trade more flo u n c in g . 
The 
merchandizes of two worlds pour into its 
ports. 
The Danifh merchants and rafters 
of p r i v a t e s in the capital and other ports 
have amated a degree o f wealth hitherto 
unexampled iu tfiat country. 
This is one o f thofe prodigies which is 
little expelled to proceed from weaknefs ; it 
does not indeed, invariably, accompany the 
meafures o f prudence ; but Denmark 
has 
the art to combine them ; for th« reft, placed 
in the midi! of that crifis winch left it, as it 
were infulated from the reft o f Europe, it 
felt the neccffity o f Pome connection with a 
great power ; it yielded to the direction of 
the Court of Berlin ; and that court (tuning 
an impofmg attitude to a cautious conduct, 
ferved at once aa a (bield, a model, aud an 
cxcufe for Denmark. 
T he fcene has again lately (tufted for its 
happinefs. 
The Confederates who appeared 
lo formidable to Denmark, anti who imagined 
they were alfoformidable to Fiance, are now 
divided. 
Paul I. who lo lately was anxiouf- 
ly looking out foi Allies in all quart ers for 
England, is now as bufily employed iii r e f ­ 
iner up enemies againlt her. 
He had no 
difliiulty in bringing over to his fchemes of 
aniinolity the young K i n g o f Sweden, al­ 
ready filled with indignation againlt the in- 
folence of Great-Britain, from which his 
flag was unable to efcape; it is believed that 
Denmark is now inclined to accede to the 
caufe of the maritime powers, whom the 
pride o f England threatens with greater 
dangers than Fiench principles ever did the 
caufe of Kings. 
T he Danilh Government will no longer 
be taxed with pufillanimity 
when it will 
yield only to fuch motives, and when it will 
minifter only to iuch influence. 
Recently 
there was fome cenfure thrown on fume of 
its refoiutions again!! the prefs which ap­ 
peared by no means to agree with the ufual 
principles o f moderation 
that guide 
the 
Danifh Government. 
Let it withdraw that 
(ignal o f intolerance from which in other 
refpcCts it Teems lo averfe. 
Let it promote 
the perfection of its falutaty inftitutions, 
and reform thofe that are vicious. 
Let it 
alfo completely annul thole fodvcs o f per- 
fonal fervitude which as yet degrade and 
pollute many parts of itsdominions. 
Let it 
♦ake no other part in the offensive alliance 
to which it is now invited to accede, hut 
what may he necefTaryfor alluring the liber­ 
ty of the leas. 
Thus its Government may 
prefrrve its reputation for wifdoin ; and its 
fubjeCts, in fpite o f the conltitutional def- 
potifni they live under, may continue to be 
happy, or to imagine they are fo.
